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EXECUTIVE ORDER 3-69 


Executive Order Terminating the Lxistence of Thirteen Non-Functioning 
Agencies. 


The Executive Reorganization Committee staff has informed 
the Governor that in recent years at least thirteen ayencies nave 
been created in the Executive branch of Montana State Government 
which have no definite term of existence. 

These agencies have performed the functions for which they 
were created and are now inactive and without purpose. However, 
theix continued existence is still noted on official records. 

THEREFORE, I, FORREST il. ANDERSON, Governor of the State of 
Montana, pursuant to the authority invested in me, order that effectiv 
the fifth day of November, 1969, the existence of the following 
thirteen agencies shall cease: 


1. Committee to Complete Negotiations for the Sale of the Montana 
Centennial Train. 


2. Fact-Finding Board on Copper Strike. 

3. Montana Commission on Crime, Delinquency and Criminal Administrati 
4, Executive Commission on Fiscal Control. 

5. Governor's Highway Safety Committee. 

6. Governor's Joint Committee on Mental Health and Mental Retardatior 


7. Milk Producers Advisory Council to Montana Livestock Sanitary 
Commission. 


8. State Resources Management Organization.

BACKGROUND INFORMATION 


Re: Executive Order 3-69 


COMMITTEE TO COMPLETE NEGOTIATIONS FOR THE SALE OF THE MONTANA 
CENTENNIAL TRAIN. This committee was appointed on January 3, 1969 
to negotiate with a prospective purchaser of the centennial train. 


However, the negotiations were unsuccessful and the committee is i 
no longer functioning. 
FACT-FINDING BOARD ON COPPER STRIKE. This board was created by ey 


executive order during the copper strike of 1967 in order to study 
that situation and report its findings to the Governor. Its mission 
ended with the end of the strike. 


MONTANA COMMISSION ON CRIME, DELINQUENCY AND CRIMINAL ADMINISTRATION, 
This commission was created by executive order of the acting Governor 

on April 11, 1967, but was never activated. It has been superceded pe 
by the Governor's Crime Control Commission, created by executive 

order on August 23, 1968. 


EXECUTIVE COMMISSION ON FISCAL CONTROL. This commission was created 

y executive order on February 23, 1966 to study the internal control yo 
of the fiscal affairs of the State of Montana. The commission made 
recommendations to the Governor on September 21, 1966, which termin- 
ated its work. 


GOVERNOR'S HIGHWAY SAFETY COMMITTEE. This commission was appointed 
aS an advisory group on June 13, 1963. It has been superceded by 
the Montana Safety Foundation. 


GOVERNOR'S JOINT COMMITTEE ON MENTAL HEALTY AND MENTAL RETARDATION, 
This committee, formed in 1962, has been replaced by the reactivated 
Governor's Interagency Council on Mental Retardation which is now 
performing the functions formerly assigned to the committee. 


MILK PRODUCERS ADVISORY COUNCIL TO MONTANA LIVESTOCK SANITARY COMMIS- 
SION. This council was established by a letter from the Governor to 
the Board of Examiners in 1968 for a limited purpose and is no longer 
functioning. 


STATE RESOURCES MANAGEMENT ORGANIZATION. This organization was formed 
dla tsk cc ane dM eb Tot Scns aoe : : 

in 1968. It is no longer active as its functions are now being 
performed by the Resource Priorities Board. 


ADVISORY COMMITTEE ON THE SUGAR BEET INDUSTRY. This committee was 
appointed in 1964 because of public concern with the costs of sugar 
beet operation and the increasing price of sugar. The committee 

is now inactive because conditions have eased in the industry. 


GOVERNOR'S COMMITTEE TO DETERMINE LONG-TERM NEEDS OF VOCATIONAL 
REHABILITATION IN MONTANA. This committee was created in 1566 and “ 
ee ee ee, ; ; 

disbanded after presenting its report to the Governor in 1968. 


FACULTY ADVISORY COUNCIL. This council was appointed on March 24, 
1966 to study economic and social development in Montana but is no 
longer functioning. 
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12. GOVERNOR'S COMMITTEE ON CHILDREN AND YOUTH. This committee was 
created in 1961 by Governor Nutter and after one meeting ceased to 
function due to a lack of money. In July, 1569, Governor Anderson 
appointed Miss Gerry Fenn as the Coordinator of the Montana Committee 
on the 1970 White House Conference on Children and Youth. 


13. GOVERNOR'S COMMITTEE ON ECONOMIC STUDIFS. This committee was 
created in 1961 by Governor Nutter, and in 1965 Governor Babcock 
felt the committee as such was no longer necessary. 
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BXBCUTIVE ORDER - 1 €elo\ : 


Recommended changes in purpose, membership and functions of 
the Governor's Advisory Chaplaincy Committees: 


I. Purpese: 


The purpose of this committee shall be to investigate and 
advise in matters pertaining to the chaplaincy programs of the 
state institutions and the spiritual welfare of their inmates 
and patients. 


11. Membership: 


The members of this committee shall not exceed seven in 
number, and shall be appointed by the Governor upon nomination 
from the following organizations: The Montana Council of Churches, 
the Roman Catholic Church, the Lutheran Social Services, the 
Deer Lodge Ministerial Association, and in addition there shali 
be three members at large, selected by the committee, with due 
consideration given to geographical location. 


There shail not be more than two members of said comnittee 
from any one religious denomination, 


The term of committee membershb shall be four years, 


Vacancies in the committee shall be filled by gubernatorial 
| Shaner aa upon nomination from the committee and the organization 
affected. 


III. Functions: 


This committee shall receive applications for chaplaincies 
in the state institutions, shall process the same, and shall, 
in consultation with the heads of institutions, nominate to the 
Board of Examiners personnel for chaplaincy vacancies. 


In all of its activities this committee shall be governed 
by the "Statement of Policies" adopted by the Board of Examiners.
